The salvage of every thousand feet of logs which can 
be sold means money for landowners, wages for work- 
ers, employment for trucks, teams and machinery, as 
well as reduced forest fire hazard for all. If owners of 
wind-thrown timber have not yet acted, they should 
communicate with those who can help. TOWN 
CHAIRMEN are.fully informed; STATE ADVISORY 
AGENTS can help to start logging by suggesting 
names of. operators and giving other useful advice; 
FEDERAL AGENCIES are increasing the number of 
log storage places as rapidly as possible. INDIVID- 
UALS MUST NOW CO-OPERATE! 


Forest fire danger for several years will be greater 
than usual. So much work must be done by public 
agencies to reduce hazard along roadsides, near im- 
proved and other exposed areas that many places will 
remain hazardous for some time to come. INDIVID- 
UAL LANDOWNERS MUST TAKE A PERSONAL 
INTEREST! Aid in clean-up work through the Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program is available to any 
woodland owner at $4.00 per acre on areas up to 15 
acres. The County Agent should be consulted. 


Support your local Forest Fire Wardens and Dep- 
uties. They are planning, with State and Federal 
agencies, an intensive campaign to control fires. Help

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newfields, in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Newfields Town 
Hall in said Newfields on Tuesday, the 14th day of 
March, next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid 
for road construction and raise and appropriate seventy- 
five dollars ($75.00) for same. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to grant a discount 
on taxes paid in full on or before August 15, discount 
to be three per cent. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the gift of 
George W. Paul of a parcel of land opposite the Catholic 
Church in Newfields. This land is to be used by grantee 
for a public park and is the same on which the soldiers’ 
and sailors’ monument is now located. This park is to 
be called George W. Paul Park. 

7. To raise and appropriate for the issuance and 
distribution of printed matter and otherwise publicizing 
the resources and natural advantages of the town in co- 
operation with other towns co-ordinated in the Seacoast 
Regional Development Association, the sum of $32.00. 
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8. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$300.00 from Clara A. Blinn, Levi L. Pollard and Jessie 
L. Pollard for perpetual care of cemetery lots No. 41 
and 42 in the Rockingham Cemetery. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell all lots except lots No. 187 to 182 in 
Rockingham Cemetery at $120.00 per lot ($100.00 to be 
put in Cemetery Trust Fund for perpetual care of said 
lot). 

10. To see if the Town will vote to sell to Leon 
Spencer a certain piece of land located on the easterly 
side of Pleasant Street and bounded by land of said 
Town and Leon Spencer. 

11. On petition of D. Perry Smith, Forest Fire 
Warden, Robert T. Barker, Chief of Fire Department, 
and eight others, to see if the Town will vote to buy a 
Front End Pump for the Fire Truck, and raise and 
appropriate Three Hundred and Twenty-Five Dollars 
($325.00) for the same.

Newrfields Tercentenary Observance 
of Historical Data 


On February Ist, 1938, Newfields, as a former part 
of the town of Exeter, was requested by their Com- 
mittee to participate with them in celebrating the Ter- 
centenary Observance of its Founding. 

While Newfields’ claims are for an earlier settlement 
here (1635), our town realized in 1935 that it had 
neither the money nor the people for a proper demon- 
stration of so great an event. It accepted, therefore, 
this opportunity for an active part in Exeter’s Program 
and generously gave of its help in making the Exeter 
Parade on July 4th “the largest and best ever held in 
the good old town.” So successful were its efforts that 
the Newfields Historical Float in that Parade was 
awarded second prize,—a silver cup. 

Newfields had its important place in Exeter’s four 
days’ celebration on Friday, the 1st of July, from 2 to 
5 P. M. A thousand people is the conservatively esti- 
mated number who thronged Main Street and entered 
into the town’s most interesting activities. 

This event, so largely concerned with the old families 
whose ancestry dated back to those pioneer days of the 
town’s settlement, brought out that splendid spirit of 
co-operation, the town’s best asset. Every organization 
responded to make of this a memorable day in the 
town’s historical data. 

The March town meeting voted $150; the Selectmen 
worked untiringly in its development; Committees, rep-_ 
resenting the town’s large groups, put zeal and interest 
and labor into all their plans; and the chairman, Daniel 
R. Smith, scored marked approbation in his leadership 
that brought to a successful close the Newfields Ter- 
centenary Observance of Historical Data.

Report of School Board 


The annual meeting of the School District was held 
at the Town Hall, March 8, 1938, at 7.30 in the evening. 
The following officers were elected: Perley R. Bean, 
moderator; Robert E. Nixon, clerk; Francis N. Gray, 
treasurer; Gladys M. Smith, member of School Board 
for three years; E. C. Patridge, auditor. 

The school board met and organized. Leslie F. Hay- 
den was elected chairman. 

The school board desires to express its appreciation 
of the untiring efforts of Superintendent Towle to make 
our school a credit to the town. We also. wish to 
acknowledge the continued co-operation of the Parents 
and Teachers. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT - 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools, the twentieth in the series. 

The following paragraph, addressed to the combined 
school boards of all the districts in Supervisory Union 
Number Sixteen, is included in my reports to each of 
the several districts: 

“Through the twenty years since the 
enactment of the almost revolutionary 
equalization school law of 1919, you and 
your predecessors, to the number of sixty, 
have brought to the schools of your indi- 
vidual districts not only the best of your 
thought and effort, but you have continu- 
ously shown such mutual co-operation as 
to make this law workable and productive 
of the best results in all the schools of 
Union Number Sixteen. This expenditure 
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of time and effort by you is of the very 
essence of good citizenship. When indi- 
vidual willingness to serve is combined 
with such co-operation. as school officials, 
parents and citizens in general have prac- 
ticed in this Union, then the greatest good 
results. Since the children who were born 
in the year this law took effect have now 
finished the high school grades, a school 
generation attests the merits of your co- 
operative, democratic service.” 


At the present time the Newfields schools contain 
forty pupils as against a total registration of forty-five 
during the school year which ended last June. The 
annual achievement tests made last June in the elemen- 
tary grades and the marks given at the same time for 
high school work, indicate a commendable effort on the 
part of pupils to assimilate what the schools provide. 
The wide variation of ability, always to be found in any 
group of pupils, produces a similar variety of school 
marks, some high, some low; but if marked for effort 
alone, or for effort and good citizenship, practically all 
our pupils would have high marks. It is our good for- 
tune to have teachers of experience, skill and sympa- 
thetic understanding of child life, who insure a con- . 
tinuance of good pupil achievement. 

The usual statistical tables following this report, 
whose general contents I heartily commend to your 
study, contain one item, that of attendance in Table IV, 
of special note. Newfields had the best attendance rec- 
ord in the Union last year. Few districts in the state 
have a higher record. 

The pupils of the Newfields schools made a good start 
in music under the guidance which Mr. Wilson gave 
them during his few years of teaching here. The work 
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continues in a commendable manner under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Hawkins. 

I feel that in the matter of music, as in many other 
school affairs, both specific and general, the members 
of the Parent-Teacher Association and many other citi- 
zens are much interested. It is also a fine experience 
for our children to have the advantage of a summer 
playground and a director who can provide such pleas- 
ant and profitable occupations for our children in 
school vacations. 7 

The part which the school plays in the health of the 
community is again ably directed by Mrs. Sheehy, who 
deserves all the interest and help that officials and par- 
ents can give her. The districts to which Mrs. Sheehy 
gives her attention are well served. 

While Newfields has a school system to be proud of 
and a commendable physical plant, we nevertheless 
should look forward constantly to the ideal. For this 
reason I have two recommendations to make. The first, 
that flush toilets be installed, seems the more impor- 
tant. With our splendid water supply, I believe the 
installation could easily be made at small expense. I | 
believe that the health and morals of forty-odd children 
living for much of the day in one small school house 
would be greatly benefited by this improvement. In the 
second place, I would recommend that an oil burner be 
installed. It can safely be predicted that fuel cost 
would be no more than at present. The advantages to 
be gained include, first, a more evenly produced heat, 
procurable when needed and controllable on warm days, 
and, second, the use of all of the janitor’s time for 
cleaning and repairs. 

I often hear those immediately in daily charge of our 
pupils and all their various activities remark on the co- 
operation they receive from school afficials and parents. 
I take this opportunity publicly to express the appre- 
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ciative thoughts which both the teachers and the super- 
intendent have on this matter. Actions, however, are 
better than words, so we pledge our best services for 
the children of Newfields.
